WHY DID THE 
CHINESE EMIGRATE? 


The Chinese had been coming 
io this country since the estab- 
ishment of the United States 
almost two centuries ago，the 
first recorded instance being 
jhree Chinese crewmen，Ashing， 


Achun, and Accun ( 亚 成 ， 到 全 2 
亚 官 )，stranded 二 Baltimore， 
Maryland, in 1785. Up to the mid- 
19th century，during the China 
Trade period，a number of Chi- 
nese continued to come and go at 
various points ”on both coasts.

lated to his interest in his- 
torical sites and _ collecting 
data for his research . 


to arrive and settle in America， 
mainly in Cajlifdrnia. 


Many people erroneously at- 


tributed this large imnmigration to 
the California Gold Rush.， Actu- 
ally this was-merely a part of the 
overall emigration of Chinese to 
various parts of the world during 
the lasthalf ofthe 19th century. 


This wave of emigration oc- 


curred during the period when 
Some Western nations were in- 
tensifying exploitation of their 
colonies，while others were de- 
veloping the natural resources of 
their frontier regions. A_ plentiful 
Supply of cheap and endurable 
]abor was needed in _ many of 
these areas for this type of hard 
Work. The Chinese were picked to 
fill this role. 

Atthis time China was entering 
a period of dynastic decline. Cor- 
ruption and injustice were com- 
mon， JIncreasing pressure from 
the Western_ nations after the 
Opium War (1840) hastened the 
decline and accelerated ' the 
breakdown of China's self-su 位 i- 
cient economy and feudal society: 
China became a _ nation with an 
unfavorable balance oftrade. The 
heaviest burden of these political 
and economic dislocations fel 
upon the shoulders of peasants. 

The generally unstable political 
and economic conditions all over 
the country played a major factor 
in forcing many Chinese to look 
about for other ways to survive， 
Many rose in insurrections as in 
the case of the Taiping Revolu- 
tion，breaking out in 1851 and 
lasting 13 years.， The resulting 
fighting devastated large areas of 
the lower Yangtze vajley. 

Ermigration was, chosen by 
others and this resulted in large 
numbers of Chinese，mostly 
peasants，going to lands under 
the rule of the Western. nations， 
Where Jabor was being recruijted 


for the development of the colo-， 


nies and frontier. It was from the 
Southeast coastal provinces of 
Kwangtung and Fukien，which 


had had long traditions of mari- 


time travel and where the neces- 
sary middleman connections al- 
ready existed to recruit and facili- 
tate emigration，that the over- 
whelming number of peasant 


emigrants originated. One of the. 


less desirable features- of this 
emigration was the development 
of the coolie trade, which ip many 
Ways resembled the African slave 
trade. Others went abroad by the 
credit-ticket system，where Pas- 
sage Was advanced to the emi- 
grant, to be repaid by deduction 
from his wages later，as was the 
case in _ California， The common 
denominator of all the emigrants 
Was that most of them were dqes- 


]aborers. 


There are no exact statistics asS 
to the total number of emigrants 
Who went overseas during this 
period, but some authorities have 
estimated that from 1840 to 1900 
about 2.4 million people le 伟 
China with 322,000 to the U.S.; 
250,000 to 500， 000 to the West 
Indies， Cuba， Peru， and Hawaii; 
100,000 to ASTCST and New 
Zealand; and 12% million to 
Southeast Asia. This was one of 
the _ great human Imigrations in 
recent hjistory. 

THE PEARL RIVER DELTA 


With the ceding of Hong Kong 
to _ Great Britain in the Opium 
War，a major international port 
was developed. It facilitated the 
emigration of people from the 
Pearl River Delta, That was one 
of the major reasons why people 
of this area are the most widely 
distributed of ai Chinese emi- 
grants all over the world. 

Most of the 19th century Chi- 
nese jimmigrants to _ the U.S 


This widely circulated weekly，WASP, regularly featured inflam- 
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came from the Pearl River Delta 
Tegion， 
eleven districts (the Sam Yup dis- 
tricts， 
Heungshan，Tungkun，Hokshan， 
and Fayuan). This region actualy 
Was not directly affected by the 
fighting of the Taiping Revolu- 
tion; however, 过 was affected by 
the overall economic conditions 
after the Opium War，when Can- 
ton lost its monopoly of the China 
trade becasue of the opening of 
several treaty ports. Trade slack- 
ened, and there was much unem- 
ployment around，Canton. The 
unstable political and economic 
Situation caused by the Taiping 
Revolution fed fuelto the fire and 
led to other sympathetic insur- 
rections in the area， 

In 1854, the Triad-led Red Tur- 


bans (和 红 巾 ) instigated a series 


of uprisings in the Pearl River 
Delta area，especially in Tung- 
kun，Heungshan，and the Sam 
Yup districts， 2 even laid

matory anti-Chinese cartoons in color on its covers. 
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the SSze .Yup districts,. 
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siege to the city of Canton and 
took Fatshan. After the Uprising 
was SUppressed by the Imperial 
forces， 人 外 ousands suspected of 
sympathy with the rebels were 
jailed and executed in a cam- 
paign ofterror. 

During this same period，in 
1857，England and France de- 
clared war on China in the 
Second Opium War. Canton Was 
captured and the surrounding 
countryside saw much fighting 
and pillaging， Al these factors 
compelled many people in this 
region to move away to seek a 
better life. 

Atthis time also, in 1856, 位 ght- 
jing erupted between the Punti 
and the Hakka in the $Sze Yup 
region. The fighting lasted 12 
years and devastated_the area， 
particularly Sunning (Toishan)， 
thus causing 丽 8ny-Sze YUP peo- 
ple to emigrate。、MoreoVy 扣 二 :二 
cause the Sze Yup area lacked 
arable land，once the path had 
been opened the ermigration con- 
tinued even after the fighting 
stopped. 

From the above，one can see 
that although some Chinese un- 
doubtedly fled overseas to escape 
pojitical persecution，the bujk of 
the Chinese emigrants went oveT- 
seas for economic reasons. 

GOLD MINERS 


The Chinese emigrants to the 
U.S. settled first iDE California. 
Because the large wave of emi- 
gration first began during the 
gold rush，Caljlifornia became 
known as the Golden Mountains. 

The Chinese were soon found 
in most of the mother lode coun- 


，try of California. They were espe- 


cially prominent in Calaveras, 也] 
Dorado and Amador counties iD 
the southern mines near towns 
such as Chinese Camp，Colum- ， 
bia，Sonora，etc.， In the mining 
areas they met the first instances 
of American racism. Chinese 
mijners Were forbidden to work at 
some mining camps and were 
driven from others, and by 1852 a 
state law had been passed taxing 
foreign miners (i.e.，Chinese) for 
the privilege of mining. From 
1850 to 1870，proceeds from this 
Foreign Miners Tax，amounting 
to nearly $5 million，contributed 
about one-half of the State'"s 
income from all sources. 

By the late 1850s，as the easily

the century. They played an im- 
portant role in helping to support 
the economy of the mining re- 
gions and in slowing the change 
of mining towns to ghost towns. 
From _ California as 3a _ center， 
Chinese gold miners also went 
far beyond the Golden State. 
They were _ already mining in 
Nevada by the 1850s. Later，ex- 
railroad workers joined them in 
the 1870s. They were also in 
southwest Oregon by the mid- 
1850s; in British Columbia by the 
]ater years of the decade; 了 
eastern Washington on the upper 
Columbia by the earlier 1860s; in 
Idaho， Montana and northeast 
Oregon by the mid-1860s, and in 
Colorado by the 1870s. Their re- 
ception in all these localities was 
similar to what they had experi- 


enced in California. 


This represented the first big 
wave of settlement of the Chi- 
nese in the West. In those days 
the West was still wild; transpor- 


- tation was poor and the Chinese 


often.had to walk on foot, travel- 
jing mijles of wilderness，moun- 
tains，and deserts，exposed to 
many natural and human thbreats， 
to reach the new gold camps. 

The gold rush accelerated Cali- 
fornia's economiic growth and 
SOon she outstripped the rest of 
the western territories. The Chi- 
nese became an important factor 
in this development， California 
remained the center for Chinese 
immigration in the U.S. During 
the 19th century they formed 
nine to ten per cent of the state's 
population (now it is less than 
one Pper cent);i however，their 


,imnpact was much greater than 


the percentage indicates，be- 
cause the Chinese immigrants 
were almost all able-bodied 
males，and iti is estimated that 
they formed from 20 to 25 per 
cent of the work force used for 
physical labor. There were.some- 
what fewer Chinese in other 
WwWestern territories，Whose eco- 
nomic developed lagged behind 
Cajlifornia's. However，the pres- 
ence of Chinese labor was com- 
mon.

RAILROAD BUILDING 
AND RECLAMATION 


By the 1860s California was 
growing out of her mining phase 
and entrepreneurs began to look 
toward the development and ex- 
ploitation of her vast and varied 
natural resources. Chinese were 
relied upon to furnish the labor 
for much of this dqevelopmental 
Work. They were hired to build 
the Central Pacific Railroad. 
Many workers were recruited 
from the mining counties，and 
]ater recruited directly from 
China.， Some 12,000 to 14,000 
Chinese were used，and after 
much -hardship and suffering， 
working in some of the world's 
most rugged terrain，the trans- 
continental link was forged at 
Promontory Point，Utah, in 1869. 

The forging of the link brought 
wealth and fame to the Big Four; 
it stimnulated the settlement of 
the west, and enabled people and 
products of the east and west to 
be transported across the conti- 
nent. The Chinese，however， 
were not even accorded recogni- 


tion at the joining of the trans- 
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continental railroad. However， 
although the railroad owners may 
not have been vocal in praising 
the Chinese workers, they recog- 
nized the usefulness of Chinese 
labor for their purposes, for Chi- 
nese were subsequently hired to 
build virtually every major trunk 
line in the west 一 the Southern 
Pacific, the Northern Pacific, the 
Canadqdian Pacific, etc. As regards 
Chinese settlement of the west， 
this railroad buildqing resulted in 
the second wave of migration of 
Chinese over the west. 

The completion of the trans- 
continental railroad link was 8 
great stimulus to the taming of 
the wild west. More labor was 
needed and the way for this was 
paved by the signing of the 
Burlingame Treaty with China， 
allowing for free emigration be- 
tween China and America. 

Chinese immigration increased 
markedly as they were put to 
work in the various economic 
enterprises all over the west. 

Chinese laborers were used to 
reclaim the tule swamps of the 
Sacramento-San Joaquin Delta. 
Worthless swampland purchased 
at $1 per acre was reclaimed at a 
cost of $6 to $7 per acre. Later 过 
was worth as much as $20 to $100 
after reclamation. Today this 
area includes some of the richest 
farmlands in California. 


AGRICULTURE 


The transcontinental railroad 
enabled more perishable western 
agricultural products to reach the 
eastern markets. Agricultural 
crops _ changed from cereals to 
other more perishable but eco- 
nomically more profitable crops 
Such as fruits. 

Orchard crops grew in value 
from $754,000 in 1860 to $1.4 
million in 1870，and to over $30 
million in 1900. By 1900 Califor- 
nia produced 23 per cent of the 
nation's canned fruits and vege- 
tables, 65 per cent of prunes and 
plums， and 95 per cent of the 
apricots. Similarly， the raisin in-

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dustry started in 1872 and used 
Chinese labor. The yield in- 
creased astronomically from 6 
tons in 1872 to 47,000 tons in 
1900, Obviously，Chinese cannot 
be credited for all this growth, for 
many ethnic groups ， were in- 
volved in the various phases of 
the production. But Chinese were 
hired extensively in vineyards， 
hop yards,，and frujit orchards as 
agricultural workers for pruning， 
harvesting, etc. They became the 
mainstay of the farmers，espe- 
cially big farmers in California. 
Because of their rural back- 
ground in China many of the Chi- 
nese possessed horticultural 
Skills far superior to those of their 
employers, and undoubtedly con- 
tributed to the success of Califor- 
nia agriculture. Unfortunately 
Over the years much of this 
history has been lost, but one can 
get here and there glimpses of 
these skills. 

For example，the Bing cherry 
was_ developed in 1870 by Ah 
Bing，a Chinese foreman in the 
employ of Seth Lewelling in Mil- 
waukie，Oregon. Again 让 was 
Chinese who enabled the grow- 
jing of celery as a successful com- 
mereial crop in Orange County in 
1891. They were hired to work in 
the first sugar beet fields. Chi- 
nese Skill in horticulture can also 
be seen in the career of Due Gim 
Gong 的 请 Who developed 
the Lue Gim Gong orange in far- 
offt Deland, Florida, in 1888. 

Chinese were also well-:known 
as _ truck farmers，JIn the 1880s 
they comprised one-third. of tbe 
truck gardeners in ， California. 
Other Chinese were .crop PuUr- 
chasers and processors. Thus up 
to the end of the 19th century 
Chinese played an important role 
in California agriculture. 


“MINES AND FISHERIES 
AS the West grew，the role of 


the Chinese in the economy also 


expanded. They worked quick- 
silver mines in Lake County，coal 


一 、Imines in Utah，Wyoming and 


the shrimp fishery，:centering 


Washington，and borax deposits 
in Lake County，Caljlifornia，and 


-Nevada. 


In the fisheries Chinese devel- 
oped and practically monopolized 


mostly on San Francisco Bay， 
plus a small group in Louisiana. 
The scope of the industry can be 
Seen by the fact that in 1880 not 
less than 1 million pounds of 
dried shrimnps were exported， 
and in 1890，786,823 pounds of 
dried shrimps (人 件 汗 | 霞 洲 ) and 
2,205,854 pounds of shrimp shells 
were exported from San Francis- 
co and 293,600 pounds from Lou- 
isiana， 

Similarly Chinese were the first 
to develop the abalone fishery, at 
first selling the shells to Ameri- 
cans for ornaments，and drying 
the meat for the Chinese market 
(Americans did not learn to enjoy 
the abalone as a delicacy until 
later). By 1879 the worth of the 
abalone harvest in California was 
$127,705. 

Since the 1870s，Chinese labor 
was also the mainstay in the sal- 
mon canneries, at first in Wash- 
ington and Oregon and later in 
Alaska. 
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Denver saw Tiots. 了 Jn

INDUSTRIES 


Chinese jlabor was also an 
imnportant element in the devel- 
opment of industries in Califor- 
nia. Growth of the state's indus- 
tries was stimujlated by the Civil 
War when manufacturers in the 
east had to concentrate on Sup- 
plying the war effort.This growth 
continued through the next dec- 
ades as _ California"s_ population 
increased and its economy ex- 
panded.，For example，in the 
cigar-making industry by 1868 
Cajlifornia had become the fourth 
largest producing state in the 
nation，displacing Massachu- 
setts. The number of cigars pro- 
duced in San Francisco increased 
from 35,672,000 ip 1867-68 to 
107,000,000 in 1878-79. In the 
shoemaking industry，the value 
of products increased from $602 ,- 
259 in 1869-70 to $3,000,000 让 
1876-77. Similarly in the garment 
industry，the value of the prod- 
ucts increased from $271,000 in 
1870-71 to $3,662,000 in 1880-81. 

The use of Chinese labor pre- 
dominated in the cigar-making， 
shoemaking，garment，and wool- 
en industries. Later when organ- 
ized labor agitation forced the 
dismissal of Chinese workers 
from white-owned (mostly Jew- 
ish) factories，Chinese entrepre- 
neurs also opened garment, shoe- 
making，and cigar-making fac- 
tories and hired Chinese workers, 

By the mid-1870s Chinese 
workers comprised 70 to 80 per 
cent of the work force in woolen 
mills in Cajifornia，Ninety per 
cent of the cigar-makers were

manufacturing. Other menial 
Work Such as picking rags was 
also often done by Chinese. 

L should be noted that the Chi- | 
nese labor was used most often in | 
areas Which require physical la-， 
bor, or labor requiring skill which 
can be acquired in a fairly short |) 
time (e.g.，reclamation，agricul-， 
ture，cigar-making，etc.)， Also， 
they were jobs generally not con- 
sidered desirable. In general the 
hostility of organized labor kept | 
Chinese from participating in ， 
many of the skijlled trades or jobs 
considered more desirable by 
white labor. 

Similarly, Chinese entrepre=- 
neurs entered mostly ipto areas 
requiring a relatively greater 
amount of labor and correspond- 
ingly low capital investments 
(such as garment-making and 
cigar-making). There was' little 
Chinese capital participating in 
industries requiring large capital | 
outlays. 

ANTI-CHINESE AGITATION 

At this time during the 1870s， 
the labor-capital conflict in the 
U.S， was growing increasingly 
bitter and violent，especially in 
Caljlifornia，which was dominated

Hard times further fanned the 
fames of hatred and bigotry. 
Anti-Chinese riots occurred 
throughout the west during the 
1870s, 1880s and 1890s. The most 
notorious of these occurred at 
Rock Springs，Wyoming, in 1885 
When 28 Chinese were Killed and 
15 wounded,，and the Chinatown 
WasS destroyed . Chinese were ex- 
pelled from many towns such as 
Antioch，Caljlifornia (1876); Ta- 
coma，Washington (1885); Eu- 
reka，California (1885); Truckee， 
California (1886); and Juneau， 
Alaska (1886). In other localities 
the Chinese were frequent ob- 
jects of harassment; ridicule and 
torment. Chinese left many rural 
areas for the larger cities where 
numbers afforded some protec- 
tion， 

This agitation resulted finally 
in the passage of the Chinese 了 Ex- 
clusion Act in 1882, the first act 
against the immigration of a spe- 
cific_ ethnic group. It started the 
restrictive -Selective immigration 
policy in the U.S. Bythis time the 


basic construction of California 


was almost completed. Also，a 
large labor pool had already been 
built up in the state，by settlers 
from the east and elsewhere. 
再 ence opposition to the passage 
of the act was lukewarm at best. 
Chinese labor was'excluded from 
this country. Thus the closing 
years of the 19th century saw the 
endof the frontier and with it the 
end of -the Chinese role in the 
pioneer development of the west. 

The Chinese did not come to 
this country with any grandiose 
romantic ideas about being pio- 
neers. Nor were their deeds ever 
sung in epics. But as a former 
SUIVeyoOr general of the state of 
Caljlifornia testified in 1876, only a 
few years after the completion of 
the railroad, the increase in prop- 
erty values in the state due to 
Chinese labor inbuilding the rail- 
road and reclaiming the tule land 
alone was $289,700,000.， That 
then was the role played by these

EXCLUSION 


Chinese were excluded for ten 
years by the enactment of the 
1882 act. In 1892 this was ex- 
tended another ten years. In 1904 
exclusion was extended indefi- 
nitely. 

The treatment of the Chinese 
set the pattern. Moving into the 
exclusion era，the Chinese，and 
other Asians after them，found 
themselves hemmed in by racist 
]aws and customs such as alien 
land ljaws,，anti-miscegenation 
]aws，restrictive covenants，seg- 
regated schools，and segregated 
restaurants and facilities.， Chi- 
nese Were barred from many 


-occupations. Many were relegat- 


ed to jobs in the service indus- 
tries 一 in laundries， 
rants or as domestics. The China- 
towns became ghettos. 

The Chinese were especially 
hapless victims because unlike 


the Japanese they did not have a . 


Strong mother country to speak 
for them. Thus they had to fight 
against great odds.， Even tkhe 
native-born ”Chinese-Americans 
had to fight for the right to be 
citizens. It was only after the case 
of Wong Kim Ark (1898) that the 
right of the native-born to citi- 
Zenship was firmjly established. 
The strict exclusion laws limit- 
ed Chinese immigration to a 
trickle，and the number of Chi- 
nese in the U.S. dipped to a low 
point of 62,000 by 1920.， How- 
ever，although iti was no longer 
easy to enter this country，the 
situation in China was still diffi- 
cult for making a living. There- 
fore the Chinese tried all kinds of 
subterfuges to evade the exclu- 
sion laws and enter this country. 
Many were smuggled across the 


in restau- 、 


borders. Others entered under 
fraudulent citizenship claims as 
native-born or sons and grand- 
sons of citizens. This resulted in 
the development of the so-called 
Slot racket. Much has been made 
of this fraudulent practice, Yet 让 
may also be considered as 8a 
massive civjil disobedience cam- 
paign against what the Chinese 
considered to be unjust laws. 
This environment of discrimina- 
tion and prejudice left an indel- 
ible mark on the Chinese-Ameri- 
can personality. 
NEW ENTREPRENEURS 

This was the period when the 
modern community was formed. 
By the late 19th and early 20th 
centuries the Chinese bourgeoi- 
Sie in America was growing ip 
strength. As early as the 1880s， 
there was a shoe factory with 300 
employees, and numerous others 
with 30 to 50 workers.， Later， 
some .Chinese accumulated 
enough capital to establish fairly 
large enterprises, e.g. the Pacific

The Chinese 
even established a steamship 
company, the China Mail Steam- 


ship Co. ( 中 国 必 上 怡 公司 ) . 


However，unjlike the Chinese in 
Southeast Asia and other colonial 
lands, most of the major Chinese 
enterprises failed, the major rea- 
Son being lack of capital to 
compete in an America which had 
reached the stage of giant corpo- 
rations. And in the entire period 
before World War I, the Chinese 
businesses remained small. Dur- 
ing this entire period, the Nation- 
al Dollar Stores was one of the 
rare Chinese corporations which 
prospered. It was not until after 
World War I that Chinese busi- 
nesSsmen were able to grow 让 
number and increase in financial 
Strength . 
CHINESE AMERICANS 

During this period the native- 
born also began to grow in sig- 
nificant mrumbers. They were 
American citizens and even as 
early as the 1900s had begun to 
adopt many customs and habits 
of white society. However， they 
faced what appeared to_ be in- 
Surmountable odds in American 
Society. Some sought to _ escape 
this by leaving for the mother- 


land to seek outlets for their 


Skills. But most lacked the per- 
Sonal connections or Special skills 
needed to become successful in 
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China and had to stay to continue 
the struggle in this country. For 
many years，however，many tal- 
ented Chinese-Americans had to 
swallow bitter disappointment 
and feel frustrated in their own 
country. 

As time went on and the Chi- 
nese became an insignificant per- 
centage of the population，dema- 
gogues and poljiticians no longer 
found 这 profitable to raise the 
anti-Chinese' issue. Chinese- 
Americans began to make some 
small headway. However，by the 
1930s，prejudice and discrimina- 
tion against the Chinese were 
still common. Ht was still difficult 
for the Chinese-Americans to 
Seek careers outside the China- 
towns.， Chinese were still con- 
sidered unassimilable aliens. 


AFTER REPEAL 
OF EXCLUSION 

During World War IJ，as a 
pojitical gesture，the . exclusion 
acts were repealed im 1943. Chi- 
nese immigration was limited to a 
quota of 105 per year; however， 
they were allowed the right of 
naturalization. The manpower 
shortage also gave Chinese the 
Opportunity to enter many occu- 
pations hitherto closed to thenm. 
Many entered professional and 
technical fields，although other 
fields such as the arts and skilled 
crafts were still difficult to enter. 
A Chinese-American middle 
cljass began to grow in numbers，. 
This was the turning point for 
Inany. 

After the war there was 8 
world-wide outcry and reaction 
against imperialism and colonial- 
ism. Inside this country there was 
increasing pressure for more 
democracy and increased civil 
Tights. By the 1960s these cir- 
cumstances,，especially the strug- 
gle of the blacks, helped to bring 
about the abandonment of the 
more obvious features of racism 
in the U.S.，ajlthough racial dis- 
crimination was by no means

Immigrants _ still have to 
work long hours at low pay， 
trapped in the Chinatowns. Many 
old retired workers now no longer 
useful for production have to live 
out lonely lives on meager pen- 
Sions.

today. And today，even though 
many of the more obvious exhibi- 
tions of racism have largely dis- 
appeared, it still exists in subtler 
forms. 

At this point in history，190 
years after the first known record 
of Chinese arrival in this country， 
the Chinese community is chang- 
ing rapidljy. Today the 500,000 
Chinese iD this_ country do not 
form a homogeneous unit. There 
are the native-born Chine- 
Americans，many of whom par- 
ticipate fally in the mainstream of 
American society and whose 
families in the U.S. go back sev- 
eral generations. There are the 
old imnmigrants who still cling to 
many of the old customs derived 


from their rural beginnings. 
There are others who have adopt- 
ed American customs in large 
part. Then there are the new im- 
Imigrants， many of whom were 
raised in the urban environment 
of Hong Kong: Besides this， 
there is a_ growing community of 
the non-Cantonese. This diversity 
is of course a result of the 
historical experience of the Chi- 
nese in this country. However， 
whoever they are,， whatever their 
similarities or differences，the 
Chinese ip America are part of 
the American people; America is 
their home. Their problems are 
part of America's problems and 
their struggles are part of the 
struggles of the American people 
in a changing American Society.
